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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14 and 17-26 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art made of record fails to show an ultrasonic flow sensor wherein the 
oscillatable unit is mounted via a housing to the pipe, via a ring-shaped membrane/diaphragm 
such that the membrane connects the oscillatable unit to the housing and is positioned in the 
plane of symmetry of the oscillatable unit (i.e. same axis that symmetrically divides the 
oscillatable unit). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
